Washingtou. Oct. 1").— The presenta- 
tion of the S( lilcy siile of the case 
VM continued in tbe Schley court of 
^ulry Tuesday. When Moody's wlt- 
SMM* had been recalled and made 
ff)i0 corrections necissnry in their tes- 
timony, they were i)i(ini pi ly diiimihN 
10, and at ^e inKtaiu*' uf Mr. Hayut r, 
ik* Judge advocate summoned Lieu- 
tanaat Commander James H. Sears, 
who as lieutenant was Admiral 
Schley's flag officer on board the 
Brooklyn during the war with Spain. 
He testified to many detalla conuvct- 
•d with the campaign and was buc- 
ceaded by a nnmber of other naval of- 
flcars who served on the Brooklyn. 

Admiral Schley thinks it quite prob- 
able that the presentation of tcsti 
mony in hie beball can be coqaplctt U 
i%in week and next He will be tbe 
14Bt o| tte wltMSMM to k* bMi4 and 
when lie goes on will make a review 
of the entire campaign COVeriQg the 
points in controversy. 

Lieutenant Commaader Bears testi- 
4ed tb>( wh#n the flyipc squadron ar- 
rived off Cfeafnegos he knew nothing 
of a code of signals for communica- 
tion with the Cuban insurgents. Ques- 
tioned concerning tlie M(*."alla me- 
moranda, he said it bad been brought 
to Commodore Schley by the Hawk 
and by no other vessel to his knowl- 
edge. Commander Scars gave a de- 
tailed account of the encounter with 
the British steamer Aduia. the exami- 
nation on this point being as follows: 
"The Adula arrived off the port there 
and was boarded at first under orders 
from Commodore Schley by the Cas- 
tlAe. After Captain Berry of the Cas- 
tlne made his report, the commodore 
sent one of the officers of tbe Brook- 
lyn aboard bar. After he returned 
aM made report tta« commodore di- 
rected me to go aboard tbe Adala and 
see if 1 could contrive In some man- 
ner of Inducing the captain of the 
Adula, an Englishman, to put himself 
•ut a little to tell us sometlilnf about 
irMt waa going en lMld4 Otf nftw i n s 
Tbe capuin said, of coorsa. h« would 
be very glad to do It, as be waa com 
ing under some authority from our 
fleet in Jamaica. Ha suggested thai 
when he came out. next day. we shouio 
briag him to with a shot §o that 
•pjftody observing it frotn shore 
trpuld see that he was acting under 
force, and that anybody who could 
ppeak Spanish could find all they 
pleased from the refugees she had on 
board." 

Fcoled By the Adula. 

"With what understanding did they 
fo into port? Was thpn- anv under- 
Standing With you?" "That he was 
asked to come oot the nett day aad It 
would be possible for us to get that in- 
formation in fact, that It would be 
very easy to do so." 

"Did he come out next day?" "He 
did not." 

Witness also stated that Commo- 
dore Schley told him Captain McCalla 
lirought a code of signalf, for commu- 
nication with the Insurgents on shore 
near Cienfuegos. r)ei^( i iiiing the 
blockade of (^ofuegos, Lieutepant 
Commander Sears said It was m»lB- 
tained from one to four miles out and 
that the Dupont was stationed Insidj 
with Instructions to keep clobe into 
tbt mouth of the harbor and maintain 
careful watch; reportiag any auspic- 
ious incidents. 

Witness in giving the deUlls of the 
cruise from Cienfuegos to Santiago, 
said the weather was boisterous with 
a heavy sea aad that coaling at sea 
weald not have been y4» bafore May 
ST, when R waa nndMrtnkan. with 
reference to the blockade a4 Santiago, 
witness said it was maintained at 
varying distances of from three to 
Six miles to suit the commander-ia- 
cbtof. m thick weatbar and at night 
tbe distance was leas than in fair 
weather aad tbe daytime. Ha also de- 
scribed the reconnoissance of May 31, 
when the Colon was flrcd upon and 
giving bis conclusions with reference 

to th«t tTotl M said it daveloiied tjis 
strength of tbe land batteries and 

they proved stronger tban^ba bad 
supposed. Commodore Schley, he 
said, told him bis purpose was to aS' 
eartain what the batteries were. Wlt- 
nasa daaeribed the engagement of July 
8. After statist tbo preliminary lnc|- 
denu, he said: "I w*s In my room 
when I hear the cry of the eitecutlve 
elBcer: 'Clear ship for action ' I 
Imaw what that meant and ran to the 
tawrtar deck. I looked aloft to see if 
tba i^eseribed signal 'enamy ia afcap- 
lag' was up and saw that it waa. I 
met the commodore on the Quarter 



deck. He directed the si^al 'clear | 
ship for action.' followed by tbe signal 
to '( lose io,' ail of which were made. 
From my position I had a good view 
of th* entrance. Our ship was head- 
ing at the time, I nfnuxli ||T, to 
westward of north, net an ver iwgvl» 

heading, which waa about northeast 
by north. The rngincH had Ijoen start- 
ed by the time I got on deck and she 
was gaining way and swinging toward 
the enemy. The first veasel, which 
proved to be the dagship Maria Teresa, 
came out. She waa diroetly on our 
■bearing from the entrance to the port. 
As the ship swung toward the Teresa 
she swung slowly around. To me the 
Teresa appeared to not hold an exact- 
ly btaady course, and tbe helm of our 
ship waa aaaed one w or tjie otbdr 
to keep our ram pointing toward the 
Teresa. The Teresa shortly turned 
squarely toward the westward aad as 
she did so I got a view of the ship fol 
lowing in her wake. It was my obser 
vatlon that the Brooklyn was then 
held up to meet the second ship ap- 
proaching. Of course we ported helm 
The second ship passed in the wake 
of the first, and I said to the commo- 
dore it looked as if tbe second bbi[ 
was going to try to ram us. He, I 
think, assented. At any rate, the 
Broioklf n vaa held toward her and she 
appearM to me, to be'uncertnin In 
her course. The nrooklyn was han 
died by the captain and quartermas 
ter. She turned after she bad passed 
to the aqu t h w ard of the Taveaa's wake 
aad followed her and then It waa gen- 
erally remarked on the lower bridge 
they were all going to try and escape 
to tbe westward. Just about the time 
the Viscaya turned, Yeoman Ellis who 
was a ttaiaed obaerver with the stadi 
meter, cgme to me on the platform 
and said bis staiflmeter showed 900 
yards to the Viscaya. I immediately 
took an especial look at the Viscaya 
with that In mind and in my Judg- 
ment confirmed the stadimeter. I said 
to the commodore: 'I think we are 
about our t#0|lcal diameter from that 
ship now/ and'he said 'I think so, too.' 
or 'we are.' Then the order was; 
'hard aport.' I am not positive who 
gave that order. I think the commo- 
dore said 'hard aport,' and Captain 
Cook said Ht Is bard aport.' The helm 
was kept hard aport and the ship 
swung rapidly In her turning circle. 
When the order was given 'hard apori 
I looked at the next vessel in our fleet, 
the Texatfi and in my Judgment she 
was completely clear ef her, and as 
we turned we paaiod well clear of her. 

Mover Touched the TcKaa. 

After the turn was completed we 
found ourselves abreast ur perhaps a 
little abaft the beam of the leading 
ship. The smoke at this time was very 
dense, iHit there were two ships in 
plain sight and occasionally we could 
get glimpses of the third. Shortly 
afterward thi- snioki- lifted to the rear 
and 1 saw the Oregon coming toward 
us and also got a mometary glimpse 
of the remainder of our fleet and the 
whole Spanlata fleet. I saw the torpe 
do boats and 1 sent one of the commo- 
dore's orderlies to the afterguns to 
notify them that they might look out 
At that time I saw the Vixen on our 
port aide ^rhlch gave ns a feeling of 
satlataetion that she would also pro- 
tect us from torpedo attack. The 
course of the battle was contimied on 
these lines with varying distances. It 
Is my impresaioQ we held a very 
straight oourae. 1%e navigator iraa 
trying to maintain this course to keep 
our guns to bear to the best range. 
After about 10 or 20 minutes more we 
were very hotly engaged with these 
three vessels. The Oregon was aatern 
of ua and the Tnaa aatern ot her. 
The Viscaya began to blaze up, flames 
would rise and subside and she turned 
In toward shore. Shortly previous to 
this she had made what appeared to 
us a change in her helm sd aa to 
bring bar out toward the Brooklyn. It 
wna taken by t» to mean an attempt 
to ram na. The B roo kly n'a helm was 
handled to give the ship toward her. 
This she did I think twice. The Vis- 
caya resumed her course and we did 
alao. The commodore spoke of the nd- 
visabliity of algnalling throngh the 
Oregon to the Texas ' to' stay by the 
Viscaya when she turned in and In 
sure her surrender, hut after a mo- 
pent's thought he said: 'Philip will 
know enongh to look out for that,' and 
we proceeded. While we were engag- 
ed on tbe beam of the Viscaya, the 
Colon had passed Inside of tbe Vis- 
caya, firing but gradually drawing 
away. We were increasing our e^ed 
as rapidly as the fires could be forced, 
and after the Viscaya had fone on we 
eontlnned the chase after the Colon. 
The forcing of the fire told and we be- 
gan to overhaul her or else she began 
to slacken her speed. We estimated 
the distance to the Colon to be fiUly 
ll,Mt yarda. R wm^ heyoni flie 
snirawa rang of the atailmeter. 

Colon Run Down. 

After we began to gain upon tbe Colon 
the commodore directed the Oregon 
to try her guns at her. Then the Ore- 
gon and the Brooklyn fired daliberate- 
tar «t ^e Colon. Aj(ter Mr (|rf she be- 
im to waver ih tinhUrd tfte Shore. Her 



course waa uasettlfd. an.l ibo (otmuo- 
dore said he thought slie had enough 
of it and waa looliiuK tor a soft Mpot 
to lie upon, wh e n proved to be the 
case. She fired oecasionally at ua, 
rather rapidly at first, and then it be- 
enaaift weaker, fbe was close In to 
shore at that time, and at 1:15 hauled 
down her flaj;. Captain Cook and Lieu- 
leuant Wells weie scut on board the 
Colon to reiceive the surrender." 

When Comander Sears completed his 
description of the battle Mr. Rayner 
asked If Commodore ScbVey had given 
him a dispatch to be sent to the navy 
department, making a report of the 
battle. The witness replied in the af- 
firmative. A'lmir.il Iicwey t!icii anked 
if this dlsjjati h had been sent, and was 
Informed by Mr. Rayner that It had 
not been forwarded to tbe department, 
although It had been taken to the ca- 
ble ofllce. The court decided that as 
the dispatch had not reached the de- 
partment It could not appear. 

"Suppose It waa not Commodore 
Schley's fault that the dispatch was 
not forwarded?" Mk«d Mr. 9aamer. 
To this Infuiry Admiral Vwaf re- 
sponded: "Ton can't aak questions of 
tbe court We are not in the witness 
box. Commodore Sdiley's report is in 
evidence, and that i.« Bufflcicm ' 

Mr. Rayner then passed to other 
points of inaulry, asking as to the dis 
tance bfitireen the Brooklyn and tbe 
Texas wbSB the former made her turn. 
Witnees replied that he hnd given only 
sufficient attention to see that there 
was no danger ol' a coUisioa between 
the two veseels, and did not feel abU 
to give exact figures. He wa£ sure 
there waa a wide gap of water, possi- 
bly about 60C yards. 

Mr. Rayner questioned witness con* 
cerning his association with Lieuten- 
ant Commaniltr Pottt; on the Ma^ssu- 
riiusetts, and a«keo if he haii beard 
the commodore say during the Colon 
reconnoi seance anything In the pres- 
ence of Mr. Potts conoemlBg the con- 
eplcuousness of the uniforms of the 
ofllcers aa they stood on the turret dur- 
ing the firing of the enemy's batteries 
The witness replied In the negative. 

"Was the commodore behiml tbt 
coaniog tourer on that o^caalon?" "He 
waa both behind and in front of It; be 
was mooring about." 

Schley's Bravery. 

In reply to a question. Command' i 
Sears said he had been with Commo- 
dore schley In five engagements, all 
told. He was then asked as to tbe 
bearing of Schley under flre. and re- 
plied: "His bearing to me was a model 
for anybody, worthy of emulation at 
all times. I'nder fire his fai-iilti(>s, ii 
it was possible, seemed tu be clearei 
and more in possession ot them than 
at any other tims." 

"Was he In any state of excitement?" 
"Not the slightest" 

"Was he cool and calm?" "Abso- 
lutely." 

"How about points of danger — would 
he get away from them, or old he ex- 
pose himself to them?" "He was al- 
ways putting himacif In expoeed posi- 
tions. I requested him many time» 
not to expose himself, as it was use- 
less to do po." 

Judge Advocate Ix'mly ( ondix ted the 
croes - examination of Commandei 
Sears, going Into details quite exten- 
sively, but developiag nothing of addi- 
tional interest. 

NEW TEIAlTGaANTED.

Albany, Oct 15.— The court of ap- 
peals has granted Roland B. Mollnenx 
a new Hfnl. 

Mollneux was convicted of the mur- 
der of Catharine Adams in New 
York city and sentenced to death. The 
court grants a new trial on a prevail- 
ing opinion given by Juoge W#rner oi 
Rochester, bis principal ground being 
that the lower court erred in admit- 
ting evidence as to another alleged 
orime. the death of Bamet, thus merg- 
ing two i.ssues. Justices I'arUer, 
Haight and Gray did not believe the 
Barnet t-vid-eni-e should be kt'pt entire- 
ly out of the case; Judges Werner, 
BaHlett, Vniin nnd O'Brien concurred 
in the prevailing oplalon and Cor tbe 
expunging of the Bamet testimony. 
The court gave out a condensed state- 
ment of the reasons for granting the 
new trial. It says: 

"Every member of the court of ap- 
penia agrees for the reversal of the 
Judgment of oonvlotion of Mollneux on 
the ground that the trial court erred 
In receiving as evidence the declara- 
tions of Barnet made to Drs. Phllllpf! 
and Dougless that he had received 
Kutnow powders through the mall." 

The only subject about which the 
members of tbe court differ in their 
opinion relates to the testimony intro- 
duced tending to .show that MoUneux 
caused the death of Uarnet by the same 
method aa that used In taking tbe life 
of Mrs. Adams. Four of the members 
<tf the eowif O'Brien. Bartlett Vann 
and Werner, agree that tbe evidence 
should not ha>e been received. 

The ofhe,r three Judges. Parker, Oray 
and Haight, hold that the evidence Is 
adniistiil.lf' in tliat the evidence in the 
Barnet case pointing toward Mollneux 
Ien4s to identify him as the person 
who killed Mrs. Adams while attempt- 
ing to take the life ot Cornish

Presideat Roeiieveil an Ardest Advocate ol 
tie System-Postniafltera ts Be 
6iren a BeaHng. 

Wa ni.\(.roN, Oct. 14.— William Dud- 
ley Foulke.of Richmond, Ind., a member- 
of tbe United States Civil Service Reform 
Leagne, was one of the callers on tbe 
President Saturday. He came by invita- 
tion to talk over civil service matterti. 
.\fter the White Mouse visit, Mr. I'onlke 
had a long conference with Mr. Proctor, 
Preeldent ef Civil Service Commitsloa. 

It was semi-dtlicially reiiorfed from the 
White House afterward that the Presi- 
dent would offer to Mr. Foulke the lint 
vacancy on the Civil Service Commissior, 
and it was intimated that he hoped their 
would be a vacancy soon. Inasmuch as 
Commissioner Rodenburg is to retire this 
year to become a candidate for Congreee, 
the PreBi<lent'e suggestion amounts to an 
invitatton to take Mr. Bodenburg'e place. 
Mr. BodSolNUig has not been considered 
a civil service man. Mr. Foulke is a 
man of wealth, has devoted a great deal 
of iiis life to civil servlco refem, and, if 
he should go into ofTiee, would become a 
powerful factor in governmental depart- 
ment service. 

In this connection it announced that 
the President will not take ttie recoin- 
niendation of Congressmen to change 
presidential postmasters, when it is 
shown that the present incumbent is 
performing his duties to the beet inter- 
ests of the postal service. Tfaia will give 
every postmaster who Is tnmed down by 
his Con(rreBsman a chance to carry tiis 
case up to tbe White House. Heretofore 
it has been the policy of the President to 
leave the poetofTice patrnnsge largely in 
the bands of tbe Coogresamen.

They will lose the support of their 
Cape allies unless they can avail 
themselves of thi' sourcBS of retalia 
tlon, horrible as the alternative may 
be. The quesUon is discussed with 
bated breath in London and tbe opin- 
ion expressed Is that Lord Kitchener 
and Lord Milner have wait' il f ir- 
adopting strenuous measure*^ uuiil the 
precise moment when Botha. Dewet 
and Delarey aie at the end of their 
resources and unable tj capture Brit- 
ish soldiers and retaliate by shooting 
them In return for hanging Cape farm- 
ers and the execution of Letter's 
death sentence. 

Sky Sailor's Voyage Failed. 

Paris. Oct. 15 — The attempt of Count 
De La Vaulx to cross the Mediter 
ranean In a hallfion, which left Lo.-; 
Sablettas, near Toulon Saturday night 
has tniled. The minister of marine. 
M. De Lanessan, has received a dis- 
patch from Toulon announcing that 
the (Tulser l)y Chayla, wlii( h was es- 
corting the balloon, is returning to 
port with the balloon and her passen- 
gers which she picked up 10 miles 
east of the St. Laurente light bouse. 
The balloon was iininjiired. The result 
of the expeiiinent did not (aiiFe any 
surprise after the news Imiught to 
Marseilles by incoming steamers that 
the southeast winds which were blow- 
ing out at sea would carry tbe balloon 
to the coast of Spain or to Gibraltar. 
Moreover, the latest n< ws from th" 
passengers of the l)alloon indicated 
that It was proceeding very t lowly. 
These two factors probably caused 
Count De La Vaulx to abandon hia 
attempt 

Stock Exchange Rumor. 
A rumor was started on tbe Stock 
Exchange that General Botha, tbe 
Ruer commander-in-chief had been 

captund. However, a dispatch from 
Lord K;i liMur, dateii fn.iii P:etor:a 
Monday evening contains nothing 
more Important than the weekly sum- 
mary of the captures, a reiteration of 
tbe statement that General Kitche- 
ner's columns are moving against n 
considerable force of i^oeis near the 
Natal fronti er with which (len -ral 
Botha Is supposed to be. and tbe an 
nouneement that Commandant Scbeep- 
er's command in Cape Colony has 
been broken up. 

Colombia irwilling. 

Paris, Oct. 15.— The directors ot 
the new Panama company in a circu- 
lar to the ;-li.ii eluilders tav that Co- 
lombia has e.xpitssed its readiness to 
sanction the transl'er of tlu laiial to 
tbe United Stuteii. An estimate of the 
value of the undertaking Is being 
prepared at the requ'^st of the Isth- 
mian canal commhsion. It will be 
ready by tbe time congress meets. 

Bumped Against the Dock. 

London, Oct. Id. — The British steam- 
er Massepe'iua. Captaiii Wa kins, 
which arrived at Havre from Ci.Uves- 
ton, collided with a pier and sustained 
serious damage, several of her bow 
plates having been stove In nt thft 
water line. Thirteen feet of masonrr 
of the reck were displaced. . 

Maude Oenne Is Oere. 

London, Oct. 16. — It Is reported that 
Maude Gonne has eluded the vigilance 
of the authoiities and is now on her 
way to South Africa. The authoritlee 
of the principal ports have been nolt> 
fled to watch for her arrival. 

Japs to Tackle the Bear. 
San Francisco, Oct. ID.— A war be- 
tween Russia and Japan over Corea is 
predicted by Dr. Nicholas Senn, pro- 
fessor of surgery in the University of 
Chicago, who has arrived here from a 
tour of the Orient. He said: "While 
1 waa In Japan, I noticed on every 
hand th*t the Japanean were making 
preparations for war with Russia uni 
they made no secret of It, The cauae 
of the trouble la no secret In Japan.
